Play “follow the 
leader,” and have the youngster wade out to you. Stay in a clear, 
shallow spot, without many people around to distract his attention

Holding his breath under water, when he has gained confidence. 
Pretend you're both frogs. Show him how to take a deep breath, 
hold it, and duck under. He may get only nose and mouth under 
at first. Work up to ducking the whole head and opening eyes.

a time a nonswimming child goes near the water, 
his life’s in danger. You can help insure your child against 
this risk by teaching him the basic elements of swimming, 
as shown here. You don’t have to be an expert swimmer 
to teach him, as long as you're not afraid of the water 
yourself and can paddle a few feet 

For fastest improvement from these lessons, it’s best to 
wait until your boy or girl is past 3 years old 

Concentrate your efforts mostly on developing confi- 
dence, rather than performance. Never tease or threaten, 


Instead, make a game of each new skill you're teaching.

Have him hold 
his breath, thrust his arms forward, put his face under, raise his 
legs.
